Whether the combined ficets of France and Spain are really 
in the Channel, or not, is what we cannot, at this moment, 
' afcertain with certainty ; but this we can fay, that the furce of 
thofe fleets united has been alarmingly exaggerated. One of 
the morning papers affirms the number of line-of battle fhips, 
under the Spanifh Admiral, to be fxty-/fix ; —we are happy to 
have it in our power to ailure our readers, from the authority 
of the Madrid Gazette, that this actount yives the enemy juit 
Jixteen fail of the line more than they had when they left Ca- 
diz. 
At that period the combined fleets confifted of thirty fail of 
Spanith Qhips, viz.

Englifhmen and French- 
men will now be on a more equal footing in carrying on the 
war: Both their pockets will feel the burthen of it, with this 
difference, England borrows the meee at a high intereft, and 
though itil the weight is not felt near fo heavy as whiere ci€ 
war expences mult be raifed within the year, which the French 
King muft do, or put an end to it. “Even the French people 
have no faith in their own Government, to traft it with théir 
money; they have made fo many flips and falfe fteps in thofe 
affairs, their credit is gone, and nobody will venture their mo- 
ney in hands fo powerful and fo principled as they are known 
from fad experience to be. 

The Grand Monarch can have as little refource among his 
high and dear allies, as they from him. ‘The Spaniards have 
no dollars or gold duft to fpare, from that heavy war expence 
which the French have helped them into. The Dutch, who 
had little faith in the French Cabinet in money matters before; 
have lefs, now they are better acquainted, and more clofely 
conneéted together. ‘The Grand Monarch has cut them out 
employment enough for the circulatiga of the many millions of 
hard {pecie, long buried in their bank and as to privave pur- 
fes, every man takes care of hi lgaying to Providence the 


care of the whole. Their new and yhigh allies, the United © 


States of America, indeed can {pare plenty of paper doilars, 
but, like damaged gunpowder, they want force and fpirit to 
do any execution. Befides, that would be like carrying coals 
to Newcaftle.— His Moft Chriftian Majefty inherited too much 
paper currency from his anceftors, to have any ftomach for the 
importation of that commodity from America, 

Count de Graffe, who now commands the French fleet in 
the Weft Indies, is a gentleman of, a very noble appearance, 
fix feet high, and extremely well proportioned. A niece of 
his, a very beautiful young lady, fel into our hands fome time 
ago; fhe was taken in a thip off Jamaica, and carried into that 
ifland, She was unfortunately attacked there by.the {mail-pox ;

When this paper weat € prefs no official confirmation had 
been received of the report which has been fo ftrongly prevalent 
for two days patt, of the Combined Fleet having been met wich 
in the Channel. The following circumttance was the caufe of 
this rumour, but it has not been received by Government as i 


ing Lieutenant Cadmaa, of the armed brig Defiance, arrived 
at the Admiralty Office, with difpatches from Vice-Admiral 
Darby, containing advice of his having fallen in with a Portu- 
gueze merchantman, the mafter of which informed him, that 
on the rsth inft. in lat. 47. long. 10: W. he was boarded by a 
Spanith frigate, and after. fome.enquiry difmiffed ; he reports, 
that the frigate was in company with a fleet confifting of 80 vef- 
fels, great and fall, and that they appeared to be {teering eatt- 
ward. ‘The combined fleets of France and Spain are known to 
contift of 50 fail of the line, and to be accompanied with 
{maller veffels, making altogether a fleet of 66 fail ; and, there- 
fore. the mafter of the Portugueze veflel mult either have been 
guilty of fo much inaccuracy, in his obfervation, as to deprive 
his relation of all pretenfions te credit, or this fleet cannot be, 
as has been precipitately concluded, the combined ficets of 
France and Spain. The moft probable opinion is, that it was 
a French fleet of merchanumen, failing under convoy-for Ulhant. 
Admiral Darby’s return to Torbay proves nothing, as he afligns 
no other reafon for it, in his difpatch to the Admiralty, but

N the accounts of the late fevere confli@ between the Bri- 
tith and Dutch fleets, as given by the two Admirals, 


there is a feeming contradiction, which T maft beg any of your 
invetizent readers to explain. Admiral Parker, in his letter 
to the Lords of the Admiralty, fays, that the enemy’s line 


confitied of eight two-decked fhips, and ours (including the 
Dolphin) of only fvex. ‘The Dutch Admiral fays, that there 
were eleven Englifh men of war, and only feven Dutch, in the 
line, and of which he gives the names. He is clearly mifta- 
ken in the account which he gives of the Britith fleet, by in- 
chididthe frigates: But fuppofing both Admirals to be right 
in the account which they give of their own /hips adtually en- 
gaged, (and we cannot furely fappofe either of thefe brave men 
to mifreprefent the fact in that refpect) there feems to have been 
a confiderable fuperiority of guns on our fide ; for the line, ac- 
cording ro thefe accounts, ftood thus:
